One hundred y ears ago today , 
the

threatened to destroy this coun­ 
try virtually came to an end. At 
the little ham let of Appom attox 
Courthouse in southern Virginia, 
General R obert E. Lee surrend­ 
ered his C onfederate Arm y to 
General U. S. G rant, who led 
the Union Armies. 
Surrounded by the overpower­ 
ing federal force, w ith escape 
shut off, short on supplies and 
shorter still on food, the weary , 
battered and hungry rem nants 
of the once repeatedly victorious 
arm y of N orthern V irginia, had 
reached its b itter end. 
Swallows Pride 
Realizing th at continued re­ 
sistance would result in greater 
bloodshed in a losing cause, Gen­ 
eral 
Lee 
swallowed 
his 
pride 
and thought of his devoted men. 
He responded to G rant's over­ 
tures to put an end to the fight­ 
ing and m et him at the McLean 
mansion where ho was favor­ 
ably impressed by G rant's liberal 
term s. The term s w ere not those 
of a stern conq ueror, but of a 
com rade 
in 
arm s 
try ing 
to 
sim ula te friendly relations. 
Southern soldiers

He asked at the tim e for the 
establishm ent of sm all libraries 
in connection w ith the district 
schools, and he explains why 
good reading habits, continues 
acq uired knowledge of reading. 
He asked the people to w atch 
out when they "acq uire w ealth 
without wisdom, and enjoy the 
luxury that it brings, reckless of 
their responsibility to posterity 
and m ankind.”

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TWENTY-THREE 
Mark 100th Anniversary Today of Lee Surrender

One hundred years ago today, 
the 
g reat 
Civil 
W a r 
which 
threatened to destroy this coun­ 
try virtually came to an end. At 
the little ham let of A ppom attox 
Courthouse in southern Virginia, 
General R obert E. Lee su rren d ­ 
ered his Confederate A rm y to 
General U. S. G rant, who led 
the Union Armies. 
Surrounded by the overpow er­ 
ing federal force, with escape 
shut off, short on supplies and 
shorter still on food, the weary, 
battered and hungry rem nants 
of the once repeatedly victorious 
arm y of N orthern Virginia, had 
reached its bitter end. 
Swallows Prldo 
Realizing 
that 
continued 
re­ 
sistance would result in g reater 
bloodshed in a losing cause, Gen­ 
eral 
Lee 
swallowed 
his 
pride 
and thought of his devoted men. 
Ile responded to G ra n t’s over­ 
tures to put an end to the fight­ 
ing and met him at the McLean 
mansion where 
he was favor­ 
ably impressed by G rant's liberal 
terms. The term s w ere not those 
of a stern conqueror, but of a 
com rade 
in 
arm s 
trying 
to 
s im u la te friendly relations. 
Southern 
soldiers 
w ere 
sup­ 
plied with 25,000 rations immedi­ 
ately and were even perm itted 
to retain horses and mules to 
ride home in order that 
they 
might work their little farms. 
Few people today realize that 
a Kingston man. Gen. George H. 
Sharpe, served av parole officer 
in granting freedom from arm y 
service or harassm ent to the ap­ 
proxim ately 
25.000 
men 
who 
made up the Confederate Army. 
After signnig the term s of su r­ 
render, Lee addresed his soldiers 
briefly: 
Tearful Parting 
"Men, we fought the w ar to­ 
gether and I h a\e done the best 
I could for >ou. You will all be 
paroled and go to j o u r homes 
until exchanged." T ears cam e to 
hut eye* as he moved his lifts in 
a 
choking 
goodb>e. 
Touching 
.scenes of the fatvwell to their 
chief w ere repeated as the regi­ 
ments 
w ere 
disbanded, 
arm s 
stacked and tattered colors to m 
up o r surrendered 
Gen. Sharpe returned home to 
become one of the most prom ­ 
inent citizens of U lster County 
for many years His home had to 


bo moved from its site, now oc­ 
cupied by the Gov. Clinton H o­ 
tel. It still stands a little re ­ 
moved from the street.

T he U lster County boys with 
the 2nd Corps forgot their w ea r­ 
iness in long days of m arching in 
pursuit. This was an experience 
1 they had never known before — 
gathering in prisoners and arm y 
lx>oty all along the way. When 
they 
reached 
Farm ville 
they 
' found it evacuated and learned 
that trainloads of food sent from 
Lynchburg 
to 
Lee's 
starving 
arm y 
had 
been 
captured 
by- 
Sheridan. 
On 
Sunday, 
April 
9th 
they 
m arched to App>mattax guided 
by the sound of firing. W hen they 
got there the noise of t a ttle had 
ceased. They were moved into a 
field by the side of the road and 
after stacking arm s were told 
that Gen 
G rant and his staff 
had gone to moot Lee to consider 
term s of surrender. At 4 p. rn. 
Gen. Meade came toward them, 
w ith a smile on his face. He a n ­ 
nounced th a t Lee had surrend­ 
ered. Cheer* rang out on every 
side. Knapsacks, tin cups, blank­ 
ets and canteens were tossed in 
the air as flags waved and the 
band* played m artial airs. The 
victorious end had come at last. 
Generous T erm s (ilven by G rant 
Seldom, if ever, in the history 
of great warv have such gener­ 
ous term s b 'en given by the vic­ 
tor to the xanquivhed as th o * 
granted th^ Confederate*. Offi­ 
cers were allowed to retain their 
sidearm* and all men who had 
furnished 
horses 
or 
mules 
to 
Lee's arm y w ere allowed to ride 
them home to ase in working 
their farm*. 
Upon signing 
the 
oath of allegiance to the United 
States, all those who had t>e^n 
in a in t' against it were paroled 
and U*came eligible for citizen­ 
ship again. 


A fter Lee surrendered, G ra n t 
im m ediately ordered 25,000 ra ­ 
tions distibuted am ong the half­ 
famished troops so recently o p 
posed to him.
